A Sense Of Responsibility 


Within recent years it seems 
to me I ha\ e heard and used 
with increasing frequency the 
phrase, 
* sense of responsibil­ 
ity." Though I lack space and

can tie used, there is one use 
which interests me keenly. 
Ephesians 5: In ' P h i l l i p s 
trails 
reads: "Live life*, then, 
with a due sense of responsi­ 
bility, not as m en who do not 
know the meaning and purpose 
o. life but as those who do ' 
Paul s clear 
- 
cut 
statem ent 
scorns general at first glance, 
but even a moment s thought 
perm its his very specific intent 
to develop in our thinking. 
Paul began with god—the taxi 
he cam e to know through Jesus 
Christ, the One who m ade Cod 
know. P au l’s "those who do' is 
spoken specifically to Christian 


believers. Paul s "m eaning and 
specific references to Christian 
meaning and Christian purpose. 
The only generality I can de­ 
tect in Paul's words is an as­ 
sumption on my part that Paul 
was writing to all men in every 
tim e and place. The word "life ' 
in Paul s statem ent is, if I un­ 
derstand Paul s mind at all. an 
all-encompassing, all - inclusive 
word. In effect, what 
he 
was 
saying to the Ephesians, he was 
declaring to all hum anity—then, 
now, and for all tim e to come.
